The ex-President of the Transvaal, whom the 
French President ought surely not to have 
welcomed officially in Paris, is said to have felt 
hurt on receipt of the Emperor William’s prudent 
message that he could not receive him. Some 
of the Paris papers have since given vent to such 
rabid abuse of the German Emperor as to give 
good cause for their suppression as public 
nuisances. Let the Liberty of the Press con- 
tinue by all means. But License is not Liberty. 
License ought to be put down with a strong 
hand by the powers that be in all countries. 
Happily, the Sicle, as usual, offers France 
seasonable counsel. In this well - conducted 
Paris journal M. Yves Guyot says— :

Farewell to the Troops. 

A Reuter’s telegram from Durban reports that 
Lord Roberts has issued a farewell Army order, 
in which he expresses his profound appreciation 
of the noble work done by the troops in a cam- 
paign which is unique in the annals of war, 
inasmuch as it has continued incessantly for 
such a long period, and declares that the 
experience which he has gained in South Africa 
will help him greatly in the work which lies 
before him. 

Lord Roberts adds (states a special service 
telegram of the same agency): ‘‘ I greatly regret 
that the ties which have bound us together are 
so soon to be severed, for I should like toremain 
with the Army until it is completely broken up, 
put I have come to the conclusion that as Lord

His Lordship at Ladysmith. 

Of the stout resistance offered by Sir George 
White to the Boers at Ladysmith, Mr. Maud, 
the Graphie Special Artist, gave us vivid souvenirs 
in his Ilustrated War Lecture at the Queen’s Hall, 
presided over last week by Sir Redvers Buller, 
thin man compared with the burly General he 
was when he went out. We have since had another 
reminder of the plucky defence and deliverance 
of Ladysmith. A Reuter’s special service tele- 
gram reports that Lord Roberts arrived at Lady- 
smith on Friday week. The station was crowded 
in -every part. A band of school-children sang 
the National Anthem. Replying to an address, 
Lord Roberts expressed his admiration and high 
appreciation of, the part which had been played 
by the inhabitants in the defence of the town. 
He liked to think that they had such able men 
as Sir George White for comrades, while outside

111.30 a.m. on the 29th. The Boers were repulsed 
without any loss to our garrison. 

‘ General Paget was engaged on the 28th and 
29th with the joint commando of Viljoen and 
Erasmus, and drove enemy back on to a position 
at Rietfontein, north-east of Rhenoster Kop. I 
regret to report that Lieutenant-Colonel Lloyd, 
commanding West Riding Regiment, was danger- 
ously wounded.

De Wet's Tribute to French. 


Mr. Davitt brings over some curious stories 
of General De Wet, with whom he discussed 
the campaign. De Wet spoke well of the 
sritish soldiers, yet not so well of our Generals 
and officers. But one compliment he did pay. 
After hearing many caustic opinions, Mr. Davitt 
asked him what he thought of General French. 
“Ah,” said De Wet, with a change of tone, ‘‘ he 
is the one Boer general in the British Army.” 


De Wet's Narrow Escape. 


Reuter's Correspondent at Smithfield relates 
how, Dewetsdorp having been reoccupied by 
a British force, Major-General Knox gave chase 
to the Boers, and added that on Nov. 27 the 
pursuing force came very close to De Wet's 
column— 

“The mounted men on both sides quickly 
took cover and a sharp engagement ensued. 
The Boers shelled U Battery with a fifteen- 
pounder captured by them at Dewetsdorp. It 
was evident that the Boers were completely 
surprised. 

“Mr. Steyn and General De Wet breakfasted 
at a farm close to the scene of action, and 
decamped hurriedly for the westward, leaving 
our front clear. 

“We captured two wagons, one loaded with 
provisions, and the other clothing and boots, 
looted, no doubt, from Dewetsdorp. Nearly 300 
of the enemy’s horses stampeded at the first 
volley, and were captured by our troops. Our 
losses were one ‘sergeant killed and six men 
wounded. Several Boer wounded were after- 
wards found.” 

A Central News despatch, dated Standerton, 
Dec. 3, reports an action before that town. It 
says the last two days had been a busy time for' 
the troops, fighting taking place quite close to the 
town. ‘The Boer commando under Hans Botha, 
rendered bolder by starvation, raided a farm 
nearly three miles out, and captured nearly forty 
head of cattle. 


The Afrikander Congress 


at Worcester, says the Mail, will be the largest 
Afrikander gathering ever held in the colony. 
It was expected that 10,000 persons would 
be present. Olive Schreiner was to be the 
principal speaker. The troops at Worcester 
comprise 220 Canadians, 400 Australians, and 
a Canadian battery of six 15-pounders. Sir 
J. H. de Villiers, ex-Chief Justice of the Free 
State, appeals to the Dutch clergymen to offer 
their services to the British for the purpose of 
meeting the Boer leaders and beseeching them 
in Heayen’s name to stop the war. 


More Boer Prisoners for St. Helena. 


A Reuter's telegram from Cape Town reports 
that the transport Victoria sailed on Monday with 
200 Boer prisoners for St. Helena and 300 details 
for London.

HE QUEEN has given her very sympathetic 
aie e to “The Guild of Loyal Women of 
Mout frica,” who “have undertaken the pro- 
tection and care of the graves.of all who have died 
for Queen and Empire during the war.” 


Her Majesty carried all before herat the Birmingham 
Fat Stock Show on Saturday last. Nine animals were 
entered in her name—three in each of the Shorthorn, 
Herefords, and Devons classes. With the Shorthorn 
heifer Cicely the Queen secured the three challenge cups, 
carrying with them the championship of the show. These 
trophies are the Elkington, the Thorley, and the Webb and 
Sons’ Cups, each valued at 100 guineas. Her Majesty also 
won the Birmingham Daily Post Cup (value fifty guineas) 
for the best animal in the show. 


The Prince of Wales paid a high tribute to the work 
of the London County Council at a dinner last Monday 
given by Mr. Dickinson, chairman of that body, to the new 
Metropolitan Mayors. No institution, His Royal Highness 
declared, worked harder or was “more desirous of doing 
good for the amelioration of all classes of the Metropolis,” 
and he took occasion to urge the importance of the 
questions of the housing of the poor and of the relief 
of London’s street-congestion with which the Council had 
to deal, 


The Duke and Duchess of York, attended by 
the Hon. Derek Keppel, returned to London from York 
Cottage, Sandringham, last Monday. Their Royal High- 
nesses, attended by Sir Charles Cust, were present in the 
afternoon at the inspection by the Prince of Wales of the 
Composite Regiment of Household Cavalry and the Cana- 
dian contingent in Regent's Park Barracks. 


The Fifteenth Parliament of Queen Victoria, 
the last of the century, opened at Westminster last Monday. 
After the usual assembly of both Chambers in the House 
of Lords, the Commons returned to elect a Speaker. The 
duty of proposing and seconding the reappointment of 
Mr. Gully devolved upon Sir James Fergusson and Dr. 
Farquharson respectively. After a few graceful words in 
reply, Mr. Gully was conducted to the Speaker’s chair, and 
thereafter Mr. Balfour and Sir H. Campbell-Bannerman 
bore testimony to the unanimous confidence of all parties 
in the choice that had been made. 


Mover of the Address.—The Hon. J. E. Gordon 
proposed the Address in reply to the Speech from the 
Th one with which the 
brief winter Session of 
the House of Commons 
was opened. The seconder 
was Mr. J. Fitzalan Hope. 
Mr. Gordon is the member 
for Elgin and Nairn, and 
the eldest son of the late 
em “re Hon. Lord Gordon, 
of Drumearn, a life peer, 
who was formerly Lord 
Advocate for Scotland. 
and member for Glasgow 
and Aberdeen Uni- 
versities, .Mr. Gordon 
married the daughter of 
Mr. Snowdon Henry, of 
East Dene, who was mem- 
ber for South-East Lanca- 
shire from 1868 to 1874. 
The mover of the Address 
first saw the light a half- 
century since, and was 
educated at Edinburgh 
Academy and University. 
He is well acquainted 
with company law, and 
was keenly interested in 
Mr. Faithfull Begg’s Company Bill, which succumbed 
prematurely. The friendship existing between Mr. Begg 
and Mr. Gordon was no doubt due to the fact that they 
were both members of the London Stock Exchange. 


The Birkbeck Institute, in Bream’s Buildings, the 
Regent Street and Borough Polytechnic, the Working Men’s 
College in Great Ormond Street, and many other insti- 
tutions, offer studious young men and women educational 
facilities at cheap evening-classes, which should be attended 
even more largely than they are. The Times says the 
additions made to the Birkbeck Institution through the 
generosity of Mr. Francis Ravenscroft, Manager of the 
Birkbeck Bank, were thrown open for general inspection 
last Saturday evening. On the completion of his fiftieth 
year as a member of the council Mr. Ravenscroft has given 
the institution a sum of 2000 guineas, which has enabled 
the council to add some much-needed accommodation. This 
includes a large and handsome reading-room, a refresh- 
ment and social room, council and principal's room, and a 
metallurgical laboratory. 


Sir Evelyn Wood's Brief Spell at the War 
Office.—General Sir H. Evelyn Wood, V.C., who is

Australia is singularly blessed with capitals, 
for ate there not Adelaide, Brisbane, and Perth, to say 
nothing of the more-recognised chief cities - Sydney and 
Melbourne? Government Houses are naturally the topic 
of the hour.

Dr. Villiers Stanford, who last week conducted

| Lord Roberts is, however, not coming home to rest on the 
laurels which he has won in the South African Campaig™ 
and in several previous expeditions, but to take up new 
duties of an equally onerous character. The name of the 
hero of Kandahar is held in universal esteem—and justly 
so, for his recent service to Great Britain will not speedily 
fade from the memory. 


. His Work in South Africa was of exceptional 
importance, for by his splendid strategy he turned calamity 
into conquest, crushing the most gigantic danger which 
had threatened the British Empire since the terrible 
Mutiny in India. Who has forgotten the dreary days of & 
twelvemonth ago, when Lord Roberts—without regard to 
his years and to the loss of his son—replied to the trumpet- 
call of duty, and went out to control our army against @ 
foe that till then had been successful to an altogether 
unexpected degree? Despite the fact that the natior 
roused herself, and gave the valiant soldier all the resources 
for which he asked, the task could not be deemed easy. 


An Army had virtuvly to be created by Lord 
Roberts, and he had to adapt it and himself to conditions 
with which the British soldier is unfamiliar. The area of 
operations was an additional embarrassment, not to name 
the advantages the enemy possessed because of his Joca 
knoy ledge of the country. Against the direst odds he has 
won and won with a commendable blending of the arts of 
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the military tactician and the kindness of a man who owns 
a tender heart even in the trying hour of battle. Yes, 
“Bobs” is on his way home! 


Hearty and Long will be the cheers with which 
Britishers will greet him. Let us hope that his term of 
office as Commander-in-Chief will be as successful as his 
endeavours have been in South Africa. Our Illustrations 
include a portrait of the famous soldier, together with @ 
view of Newtown House, Waterford.

Unique Suspension Railway.—The German

Vohwinkel, in Rhenish Prussia. The projector of this 
acrial line was a Mr. Langen, of Cologne, who died before 
seeing the completion of the idea. For a great part of the 
way the railway has been built directly over the Wupper 
River, and in other parts runs oyer the highway—in which 
ease the railway supports are fashioned like an inverted U, 
in consequence of the road traffic below. The stations are also 
“hanging,” and of a peculiar shape, necessitated by the con- 
ditions. The line has takena little overtwo years to complete. 
Cheapness seems to be the chief advantage of the system. 
As the line has been carried mainly over roads and river, 
there has been practically no expense incurred in buying 
ground. The cars run smoothly and pleasantly, so that the 
chief objection to the system would be its unsightliness. 
That it is a slight eyesore there can be no doubt; but then 
the Elberfelders consider commerce and convenience before 
comeliness. From this point of view the “ Schwébebahn”’ 
should certainly be a successful speculation. The German 
Emperor, whose interest in scientific apparatus is well 
known, made a minute examination of the working of the 
new railway, and expressed his belief that a successful 
uture was in store for this means of transit.

EN keeping a large number of dogs know how very 
important it is to have proper kennels, there being 
but little doubt that the most successful breeders 
are those paying attention to the question of 
proper accommodation for their dogs. Of the 

many ranges I have looked over during the past few years 
none appear to be more useful than those erected on the 
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PORTABLE KENNEL. 


lines of the one illustrated, and used for beagles by a lady 
fancier in one of the home counties. By this design a range 
can be cirried out to accommodate any number of dogs, 
constructed upon the latest and best sanitary principles. 
There is a passage 8 ft. wide, from end to end of the range, 
so that the dogs can be exercised under cover, with glazed 
door at one or both ends; divided doors opening from 
kennels into passage, the upper portion opening independ- 
ently of the lower for the purpose of viewing the dogs. 
Above the doors is a galvanised-wire lattice-work ventilator 


running the entire length of the passage, giving splendid, 


ventilation to the kennels, which are fitted with day and 
night benches, wood-battened doors, dog entrance-holes 
into yards, and glazed lights and circular ventilators in 
front. “The kennels are made of well-seasoned yellow deal, 
in sections to bolt together, and all parts marked for easy 
erection. The roof is covered with best galvanised corru- 
gated iron, lined underneath with matchboards and fitted 
with gutters and rain-water pipe to ground-level. All out- 
side woodwork and inside of passage is painted thrée 
coats of best oil-colour, inside of kennel limewashed or 
creosoted, and doors glazed with figured glass. The yards 
are made of strong wrought-iron railing 6 ft. high, 3-8 in. 
bars, spaced 2 in. apart, with gates complete.

On Raising Begonias. 


My North - country correspondent, charmed by some 
begonias seen at a local show, can easily raise these plants 
from seed, but they are better sown in heat. Calceolarias 
and cinerarias, also asked about, need only a shady frame

or hand-light, these seeds been sown in the summer. 
Begonia seed is very minute, and requires to be sown 
with the greatest care. The customary plan among suc- 
cessful growers of these plants is to take, say, a elean 
pan or 6-in. pot (mere than one if necessary), well drain 
it by placing one piece of pot over each hole, then “a 
layer of smaller pieces on these, finishing with some finely 
sifted sandy compost. Press the sand moderately firm and 
sprinkle a little silver sand on the surface. Then apply 
sufficient warm water through a fine rose can to moisten 
the whole of the compost, and when the water has well 
drained away, sow the seed thinly and evenly on the surface. 
Do not make an attempt to cover with soil, although a very 
small amount of finely sifted compost or sand may be 
sprinkled on the seeds to prevent their being wafted away 
by wind. When sown, place a pane of glass on the pot or 
pan, and cover the glass with a piece of brown. paper,

A Beautiful Pigeon. 

My young correspondent at Anerley will havean excellent 
opportunity of seeing many of the best pigeons in the 
country at the Crystal Palace next week, on the occasion of 
the National Show. The Jacobins, respecting which he 
makes inquiries, were formerly quite as well known as the 
ruffied Jack, the pigeon Carme, and the Capuchin, but 
although not strictly the same varieties, they were all from 
the same stock, and all the names were derived from some 
reference to ecclesiastical costume. The Jacobins are about 
the most unproductive of pigeons; they lay small eggs, 
which they incubate unsteadily, and, if they hatch them, 
nurse carelessly. It is best to transfer their eggs to some 
more trustworthy foster-parents. On account of this diffi- 
culty the breed is not a common one, and good specimens 
are rather difficult to get hold of. The Jacobin has a range 
of feathers inverted quite over the hinder part of the head, 
and reaching down on each'side of the neck to the shoulders 
of the wings, forming a kind of hood, something like that 
of a Jacobin friar, from which it takes its name. - A good

| There were two men, however, who were

| Cecilton and the other Preston. Cecilton was a 
fair-haired Englishman, very good-looking, but 
a trifle mean. Preston, on the contrary, was 
dark and swarthy; I think he had Armenian 
blood in his veins. He was a doctor by pro- 
fession and in the Government Service. At that 
particular time he was engaged in an investi- 
gation of cattle plague. Preston and I were 
very friendly, and in fact lived together. 

Both these men cordially disliked each other 
long before ‘‘La Belle Etoile” appeared on the 
scene, but their dislike changed to virulent hatred 
when they found they were rivals. Preston 
used to abuse Cecilton to me in private. His 
rival had all the advantage of good looks 
on his side. Preston was very far from being a 
good-looking man.
